The ordi- 
nance also makes it a misde- 
meanor offense to abandon mo- 
tor vehicles or parts within the 
city limits whether on public 
or private property, and re- 
quires a public hearing to de- 
termine if, in fact, a vehicle 
is abandoned before the city 
disposes of it. 
The main reason the new or- 
dinance was written though, ac- 
cording to city attorney C. A. 
Stromsness, is to establish a 
more rapid process whereby 
the "public nuisance" of junk- 
ed autos can be alleviated. 
Who will pay for the removal 
process is also specified in the 
new ordinance with the city at 
the tail-end of the line of re- 
sponsibility. First to be tap- 
ped for costs will be proceeds, 
if any, from sale of the junk, 
then the registered owner will 
be asked for costs, and, if he 
can't be found, the owner of the 
property on which the junk was 
abandoned will be approached. 
The ordinance does not apply 
to junked or abandoned vehicles 
kept in buildings or on private 
property used as an auto wreck- 
ing business.

^LOS ANGELES (APJ— ASlfltfT- 
danavlan Airlines Jet splashed 
lnto4he rainswept Pacific Ocean 
while* attempting a landing at 
International Airport Monday 
night-and floated. 
Of the 45 aboard, there were 
30 known survivors and 4 known 
dead. SAS listed 9 of the re ­ 
maining 11 as missing, the oth­ 
e rs as unaccounted for. 
Santa Monica Hospital, near 
the airport, reported treating 
24 persons and said all were In 
good condition. 
As dawn broke over the Pacif­ 
ic, wreckage of the big DC 8 still 
was floating-almost 12 hours 
after lt came down into two-foot 
swells eight miles off shore. 
In a scene of pandemonium, 
passengers and crew members 
scrambled into rubber boats or 
atop the wings and fuselage.

Junk Car Ordinance 
! Introduced In Corning 


By SUSAN FERGUSON 
CORNING —This city’s new 
and far-reaching “ junk car” 
ordinance 
received Its first 
reading last night before Corn­ 
ing City Council, a reading 
which revealed several pro­ 
visions for strength In enfor­ 
cing the ordinance as well as 
for protection of the vehicle 
owner. 
One section provides that the 
city “ may enter upon private 
property to examine abandoned 
vehicles or parts.” The ordi­ 
nance also makes it a misde­ 
meanor offense to abandon mo­ 
tor vehicles or parts within the 
city limits whether on public 
or private property, and re ­ 
quires a public hearing to de­ 
termine If, In fact, a vehicle 
is abandoned before the city 
disposes of it. 
The main reason the new o r­ 
dinance was written though, ac­ 
cording to city attorney C. A. 
Stromsness, is to establish a 
more rapid process whereby 
the “public nuisance” of junk­ 
ed autos can be alleviated. 
Who will pay for the removal 
process Is also specified in the 
new ordinance with the city at 
the tail-end of the line of re ­ 
sponsibility. First to be tap­ 
ped for costs will be proceeds, 
if any, from sale of the junk, 
then the registered owner will 
be asked for costs, and, if he 
can’t be found, the owner of the 
property on which the junk was 
abandoned will be approached. 
The ordinance does not apply 
to junked or abandoned vehicles 
kept in buildings or on private 
property used as an auto wreck­ 
ing business. 


Several Items discussed were

sible. 
Mayor Joseph Babb was of the 
opinion, action of the church was 
"OK” as long as the alley 
was kept open for maintenance 
of city utilities. 
Attorney Stromsness didn't a- 
gTee. He said that even though 
the church runs the risk of hav­ 
ing its concrete slab torn up 
should the utilities need work, 
but lt was not permissible that 
the alley be blocked. 
In other m atters the council: 
— Agreed to transfer of $1,- 
000 from the city’s motor ve­ 
hicle fund to the municipal air­ 
port fund, and to transfer $4,- 
159 from the motor vehicle 
fund to the city park fund, al­ 
ready overdrawn by $2,000. 
— Noted with apparent pride 
City Clerk Lillian Hagen’s an­ 
nouncement 
that the city has 
"wiped out Its deficit” by fi­ 
nal payment on its sewer bonds. 
— Declined financial support 
of the Corning Junior Riding 
Club, a private group, on the 
advice of city councils in Or- 
land and Red Bluff, which had 
been asked for letters of opin­ 
ion.

LOS MOLINOS — At a meet- 
ing of the Central Tehama Coun- 
ty Chamber of Commerce here, 
Randy Jalli, manager of the Red 
Bluff office of the Pacific Tele- 
phone Co., explained the opera- 
tion of a free calling area (ex- 
tended service). 
Jalli said that this area com- 


posed of Gerber, Tehama, Los

Professiona/s 
Instruct Classes 
Studying Fires 
Red Bluff City Fire Inspector 
Darrell Lake and Tex Hilton and 
George Alex of the State Divi- 
sion of Forestry took over in- 
struction at Red Bluff High 
School this past week of state 
requirements classes studying 
fire causes, fire prevention, 
fire regulations and emergency 
fire reactions. 
The classes are normally 
taught by Joseph Vargas and 
Donald Hislop. 
The students went to both the 
city and state fire houses for 
guided tours and information, 
saw films, sample equipment, 
and literature, and took part in 
group discussions. 
The instructors stressed the 
need for the public to know at 
least what to do in case of a 
fire, and how to distinguish the 
types of fires; (1) ordinary 
combustibles, (2) flammable li- 
quids, (3) electrical, (4) metal. 
The class Is required by the 
state for- graduation. It lasts a 
week each semester. 


Molinos and Vina will be a free 
calling area and the arrange- 
ments will be finished by 1971. 
As for calling "free" to and 
from Red Bluff, this would in- 
crease the 
monthly service 


charges. For Red Bluff this 
would amount to approximately 
10 cents for businesses, but no 
charge for residential phones. 
For Los Molinos residents 
this would mean an increase of 
about $1.70 for business phones 
and 85 cents for residential 
phones. For Gerber the in- 
crease would be respectively 
$1.25 for business and GO cents 
for residential phones. 
To include Corning in this 
setup would raise the basic 
rates in Red Blufi $1 for busi- 
ness and 45 cents for residential 
phones. The rates for Corning 
would be Increased $2.25 for bu- 
siness and $1.10 for residential 
phones. The increases for Ger- 
ber and Los Molinos would be 
85 cents extra for businesses 
and 40 cents extra for residen- 
tial phones. 


Jalli said these rates are not 


definite, but were set up accord- 
ing to the formula used by the 
Public Utilities Commission in 
other localities. 
Jalli pointed out further that 
a substantial percentage of the 
populace would ha veto want this 
extended service and when this 
appears to be the case then it 
will be brought to the attention 
of the management of the Pacific 
Telephone Co. From there it 
will go to the Public Utilities 
Commission, whch will conduct 
public hearings in the localit- 
ies concerned, where all can ex- 
press their views. Special con- 
sideration is usually being given 


to persons with a fixed Income, 
he said. Should the commission 
decide 
favorably, then it will 


take up to 18 months to have the 
system completed. 
Dennie Latlrner moved to ap- 
prove a letter written to Rudy 
Brodnansky, county supervisor, 
to have off and on ramps from 
the future Highway 99 freeway 
on both sides of Los Molinos 
instead of a cloverleaf ramp. 
This motion was approved and 
Brodnansky, who was present 
at the meeting, promised to 
take this up with Herb Miles 
of the Division of Highways in 
Redding. 
Duke Rich said that if a solid 
fill 1C 
1 high is used for the 


freewa> crossing east and west 
of the Sacramento River, as 
proposed, there may be flood 
dangers. Supervisor Shan Pat- 
terson replied that engineers 
are working on another project 
which would eliminate, or at 
least lessen, this danger. 


President Fred Rainey gave a 
short breakdown of the activit- 
ies ofthenewlyerectedRecrea- 
tion Association, which Is apart 
of the central Tehama County 
Chamber of Commerce, but has 
its own board and by-laws. As 
a part of the activities of this 
association basketball teams 
were 
planned 
and started. 


Chairman Roger Dana reported 
that four teams were set up with 
team leaders chosen. Rainey 
said that at a meeting of the 
Recreation 
Association last 


week, a kick-off week was de- 
cided on in February, Students 
of Chico State majoring in rec- 
reational administration will be 
working with the communities 
in this area interested in their 
program, help 
them set up a 


recreation plan and makeasur- 
vey of what is needed and wanted 
in the area. 


Warren Brown told about funds 
that might be available for rec- 
reational purposes and he show- 
ed a survey, a mathematical way 
of appraising the area, of Ma- 
dera County. Further he left 
some booklets behind for furth- 
er study on outdoor recreation. 


Following a question on how far 


the Mill Creek park was prog- 
ressing, Brodnansky, in the ab- 
sence of chairman Clalr Morey, 
said there had been a delay 
and the plans had not been ap- 
proved in time to start work on 
the boat ramp in the fall.

Professionals 
Instruct Classes 
Studying Fires 


Red Bluff City Fire Inspector 
Darrell Lake and Tex Hilton and 
George Alex of the State Divi­ 
sion of Forestry took over in­ 
struction at Red Bluff High 
School this past week of state 
requirements classes studying 
fire causes, fire prevention, 
fire regulations and emergency 
fire reactions. 
The 
classes 
are 
normally 
taught by Joseph Vargas and 
Donald Hislop. 
The students went to both the 
city and state fire houses for 
guided tours and information, 
saw films, sample equipment, 
and literature, and took part in 
group discussions. 
The instructors stressed the 
need for the public to know at 
least what to do in case of a 
fire, and how to distinguish the 
types of fires: (1) ordinary 
combustibles, (2) flammable li­ 
quids, (3) electrical, (4) metal. 
The class is required by the 
state for graduation. It lasts a 
week each semester.

Jalli said these rates are not 
definite, but were set up accord­ 
ing to the formula used by the 
Public Utilities Commission in 
other localities. 
Jalll pointed out further that 
a substantial percentage of the 
populace would have to want this 
extended service and when this 
appears to be the case then it 
will be brought to the attention 
of the management of the Pacific 
Telephone Co. From there it 
will go to the Public Utilities 
Commission, whchwill conduct 
public hearings in the localit­ 
ies concerned, where all can ex­ 
press their views. Special con­ 
sideration is usually being given 


to persons with a fixed Income, 
he said.

take up to 18 months to have the 
system completed.

Spokesmen lor opposing sides in the Vietnamese war have been 


talking about peace — or at any rate talking about talking about 
peace — ever since the middle of last May. It is a harsh, almost 
an unbearable, irony that during this period of diplomatic maneu- 
vering close to 8,000 American servicemen have been killed in 
action. 


The irony would be less acute if these eight months of the 


peace conference had been devoted to hard bargaining, however 
slow, on substantive questions which must be dealt with before a 
settlement can be reached. But that has been far from the case. 
As everyone who reads is disturbingly aware, the talk thus far has 
been mostly of trivial matters. 


A certain amount of'such preliminary backing and filling is an 


inevitable prelude to solid negotiation. But what is one to think when 
months are wasted in discussing the shape of the peace table 
while men by the thousands continue to die in battle 1 


Nice balances can be made as to who bears how much of the 


responsibility for this tragic impasse. But there is little use in 
that, little satisfaction in being able to point the finger of blame. 
The overriding consideration is that while the diplomat? in Paris 
talk, other men are fruitlessly losing their lives.Our government 
should take any step necessary to end this intolerable situation 
and get substantive peace talks moving.

are agreed on one thing: looking up to that orb in the sky these 
nights, they find it difficult to realize that they actually were there. 
How much less surprising it is, therefore, that for many earth- 
bound souls there is still a dreamlike air of unreality about the 
whole fantastic enterprise. Despite the evidence of our senses, 
many of us cannot quite accept the idea that these smiling fel- 
lows did indeed circle the moon.

Radioi.sotopes are a gratify- 


ing peacetime use of atomic 
energy. These .substances are 
made radioactive during the 
course of nuclear fission and 
fusion and now can be used 
in the diagnosis and treatment 
of disease. 


There are now about a thou- 


sand isotopes and only a few 
of these are used in medi- 
cine. Sometimes an isotope is 
used with a drug or with food 
and then followed through the 
body with a Geiger counter. 
This method of detecting iso- 
topes is most important in the

study of blood circulation and 
for almost all of the organs 
of the body. 


A special isotope, iodine 131, 


is used in the study of the 
thyroid 
gland. Overactivity, 


underactivity, tumors and can- 
cer of the thyroid gland can 
thus be established. Isotopes 
are also used in the treatment 
of malignant tumors. Another 
isotope, phosphorus 32, is used 
both in diagnosis and for the 
treatment of some s e v e r e 
blood diseases such as leu- 
kemia. 


P a t i e n t s are sometimes 


afraid when isotopes are sug- 
gested. They must know that 
the controlled use of isotopes, 
by specialists in the field of 
radiotherapy, is safe and is 
used in thousands of cases 
without any signifidint side 
effects.

Some people seem to faint 


more easily than o t h e r s . 
Fainting is known as syncope 
and is caused by a sudden 
temporary dimunition of the 
flow of blood and oxygen to 
the brain. A severe emotional 
upset, hunger and drugs may 
be responsible for the change 
in blood flow. A rapid change 
in position may also cause 
this. 


When the arteries to the 


brain arc narrowed by arterio- 
sclerosis, they cannot widen 
or narrow readily and conse- 
quently make the elderly feel 
faint occasionally. Almost al- 
ways, fainting is temporary 
and has no importance. If it 
persists or happens regularly, 
it should be studied for un- 
usual causes.

Bottled Water 
Sale Booming 


HOT SPRINGS, Ark. CA.P) — 
Terms like pollution, fluorida- 
tion, pesticides and chlorine are 
helping to make bottled water a 
booming business. 


Today bottled water Is a $65 


million Industry, according to 
John C. Scott, 
president of 


Mountain Valley Water Co. By 
1970, Scott predicts sales will 
reach the $100 million mark. 


Presently in the UnitedStates, 


one out of every 600 homes 
uses bottled water, Scott noted. 
In Southern California, for ex- 
ample, where the water is less 
palatable, it is estimated that 
one out of seven homes use 
bottled water. 


PROFESSOR GALBRAITH 
AND VIETNAM 


A while ago at a forum or a 
press conference or whatever, 
the indomitable John Kenneth 
Galbraith was asked how to ac- 
count for the difference be- 
tween his own opinions and 
those of other people on a par- 
ticular matter. He replied with 
cool, "I have made such repu- 
tation as I have by being a- 
head of other people in my opin- 
ions." 
This is probably an appropri- 
ate time to quote a clipping 
sent along by an admirer of 
Professor Galbraith. It is from 
the Santa Barbara News-Press 
for February 15, 1968, and 
under the headline, "SOUTH/ 
VIETNAM/ 
GOVERNMENT/ 


COLLAPSE SEEN," the dis- 
patch reads: 


"Boston. AP — John Kenneth 


Galbraith, Harvard professor, 
says the collapse of the South 
Vietnamese government and 
army 
are 
(sic) imminent. 


•Anything that can effectively 
be called a government' in 
South Vietnam will disappear 
•within the next few weeks,' he 
said yesterday, and about the 
same time span will bring 'the 
effective 
dissolution of the 


South Vietnamese army.' " 
Now there is a robust predic- 
tion for you, though not one 
which Professor Galbraith is 
likely to adduce next time he 
gets on the subject of his infal- 
libility. But Mr. Galbraith en- 
gages in brinkmanship by con- 
tinuing to proffer apodictically 
his opinions on the situation in 
Vietnam 
notwithstanding 
his 


disastrous track record. He 
does so, most frequently, at the 
intended expense of Mr. Joseph 
Alsop, whom he loves to tease, 
which granted is a temptation 
quite generally felt. Anyway, 
just after the New Year, JKG 
addressed a letter to theWash- 
ington Post spoofing Mr. Al- 
sop's frequent quotations from 
captured 
enemy documents. 


"One 
hears" 
— Galbraith 


writes — "that the Viet Cong 
run off an extra copy for him 
under standing orders." Mr. 
Galbraith went on to reiterate 
his conviction that the great 
Tet offensive and other 
of- 


fensives had been disastrous 
for the United States and the 
South 
Vietnamese, burlesqu- 


ing Mr. Alsop's current opti- 
mism 
with the 
wisecrack, 


"there is nothing like a suc- 
cession of bad defeats to bring 
you to the brink of victory.1' 
Needless to say, Mr. Alsop 
was not amused. And he deliv- 
ered a crushing rebuttal in a 
letter to the Washington Post. 
On the factual situation he quo- 
ted from Mr. Charles Mohr of 
the New York Times — signifi- 
cantly, because the New York 
Times has consistently tended 
to the all-is-lost view of the 
situation in Vietnam. 
Mr. Mohr, reporting on the 
cumulative impact of the great 
offensives of 1968 by the Viet 
Cong, concluded 1) that "the in- 
digenous South Vietnamese Viet 
Cong military and political mo- 
vement lost a large part of its 
best leadership"; 2) that rank 
and file VC "lost very heavily" 
in the attacks on the cities; and 
3) that the lack of popular sup- 
port for the VC has required 
that the enemy abandon guerilla 
type warfare. Mr. Alsop points 
out that by common agreement, 
North Vietnam's participation 
in the war cost her a quarter 
of a million men. Transposing 
this figure into American di- 
mensions, it is as though the 
United States had lost three mil- 
lion men in a single year of 
fighting. It would appear to be 
plain that if the enemy had it to 
do again, it would no more have 
undertaken the Tet offensive 
than, say, General Lee would 
have undertaken the battle of 
Gettysburg. 


But Mr. Alsop makes a final 
and devastating thrust.Would- 
n't you think, he notes, that upon 
the release of the figures the 
reaction by Americans who 
greeted the end so gladly a year 
ago, would be, "Thank God I 
was wrong." "To be sure," 
says Mr. Alsop, "an American 
success in Vietnam will make 
Professor Galbraith and Ms 
friends look very foolish in- 
deed; but that does not palliate 
the unattractiveness of their 
insatiable appetite for bad news, 
however ill founded, and their 
arrogant rejection of good news, 
however factually buttressed." 
It's true, one gets the feeling 
that the Vietnam war critics 
seem io want most of all a mil- 
itary defeat and the psycholo- 
gical humiliation of this coun- 
try — if only to prove that they 
have good opinions ahead of 
other people.

WASHINGTON — Only once in 
American history has a member 
of the Cabinet been convicted — 
Secretary of the Interior Albert 
K. Fall who was found guilty of 
taking a $100,000 bribe from 
Sinclair Oil in connection with 
a giveaway of the Teapot Pome 
naval oil preserve. 
One other, Richard A. Ballin- 
ger, Secretary of the Interior 
under Taft, was accused of ac- 
cepting a $250 law fee —before 
he entered the Cabinet — and 
later as a member of the Cabi- 
net disposing of 5,000 acres of 
Alaskan coal lands to his form - 
er client. 
The Ballinger scandal led to 
his resignation and the subse- 
quent defeat of President Taft 
by Woodrow Wilson after Teddy 
Roosevelt bitterly attacked Taft 
over Ballinger and his failure to 
carry out conservation. 
Since then, and since the Tea- 
pot Dome oil scandal convulsed 
the nation, every President and 
every Congress has been sensi- 
tive over the question of oil re- 
serves and of natural resources 
and the Secretary of the Interior 
who is supposed toprotect them. 


During the Truman administ- 
ration, Truman was forced to 
recall from the Senate the name 
of his old friend Ed Pauley to 
be Under Secretary of the Navy 
because Pauley was an oilman, 
and the Navy was owner of the 
Elk Hill's oil reserves. The 
Senate balked 
at confirming 


him. 


Ever since Teddy Roosevelt's 


day, 
the Republican party has 


considered conservation of of 
its bedrock policies. Demo- 
crats of late have been equally 
ardent champions of conserva- 
tion, and present Secretary of 
the Interior Steward Udall is 
one of the foremost. Neverthe- 
less, Republicans have con- 
sidered that they are the birth- 
right guardians of the nation's 
forests, 
wildlife, 
streams, 


lakes, shorelines and original 
beauty.

FRIEND OF OIL 


Hickel stuck his chin out at his 
initial press conference by an- 
tagonizing 
every conserva- 


tionist in the country. Republi- 
can or Democrat, including the 
daughter 
of Teddy Roosevelt, 


Alice Longworth, by stating that 
he didn't believe in putting na- 
tural resources under lock and 
key 
just for 
conservation's 


sake. He also made it quite 
clear that he intended to re ver- 
se the executive order of Sec- 
retary Udall which froze all 
government lands in Alaska un- 
til Congress could decide which 
of the lands should go to Eski- 
mos, Indians and Aleuts. 
If you examine Hickel's record 
minutely you discover a lot of 
other points which the Senate 
Interior 
Committee 
should 


check into carefully before con- 
firming him. Here are some of 
them; 
Point No. 1 — Hickel is an oil 
and gas man. Until he became 
governor, he was chairman of 
the 
Anchorage Natural Gas 


Company, which freezes natural 
gas and sells it to Japan. This 
puts him in the same position 
as Ed Pauley, who failed to get 
confirmation as Undersecre- 
tary of the Navy, though Hickel 
is in a far more sensitive spot 
than Pauley because as Secre- 
tary of the Interior he will 
have 
several 
million acres 


of government oil land under 
him. 
Point 
No. 
2 — Hickel was 


elected governor with the ac- 
tive support of oil companies. 
Alaskan law does not require 
filing of campaign contribu- 
tions, so the exact amount of

oil funds Is not available, How- 
ever, Hickel waged a well finan- 
ced campaign with a lot of ex- 
pensive Madison Avenue gim- 
micks, and the oil donations 
are reported to have been a- 
round $400,000. 


Point No. 3 — Immediately 


after 
becoming 
governor, 


Hickel fired the head of his 
minerals resources division 
and 
appointed In his place 


Torn Kelly, former executive 
vice president of Halbouty Oil 
Co., and son-in-law of Mike 
Halbouty. Hickel Is reported to 
be In various land deals with 
Halbouty. 


Point No. 4 — Hickel's chief 
booster to be Secretary of the 
Interior has been Robert O. 
Anderson, heavy contributor to 
the Nixon campaign and head of 
Atlantic -Richfield Oil. This 
company scored one of the big 
oil strikes of recent years on 
Alaska's north slope with two 
wells which are bringing in 
some 2,000 barrels per day. 
This compares with 100 to 250 
barrels for their southern coun- 
terparts. 
The man who is Secretary of 
the Interior will have consid- 
erable authority as to where 
Atlantic-Richfield can pick up 
further leases. 
Point No. 5 —Hickel, after the 


death of Sen. Bob Bartlett, ap- 
pointed to the Senate Tom Ste- 
vens, former counsel for At- 
lantic-Richfield Oil and other 
oil companies. 


Point No. 6 — As governor, 
Hickel opposed an increase in 
the severance tax against oil 
companies operating in Alaska. 
The University of Alaska had 
found, after a thorough study of 
oil, that the oil companies could 
afford to pay a 10 per cent tax 
on all oil taken from the ground 
in Alaska. Hickel, however, re- 
jected this, asked for a tax study 
of his own. Later the Alaskan 
legislature passed a modest tax 
of 3 per cent, which the gover- 
nor still opposed, even though 
some of the oil executives had 
expected to settle for seven. 
Thus has the genial Wally Hi- 
ckel fought for the oil compan- 
ies. After Jan. 20 he'll be ex- 
pected, as Secretary of the In- 
terior, to turn around and pro- 
tect the public from the oil 
companies he has befriended.

M e n Talk And M en Die 


Spokesman for opposing sides m the Vietnamese war have been 
talking about peace — or at any rate talking about talking about 
peace — ever since the middle of last May. It la a harsh, almost 
an unbearable, Irony that during this period of diplomatic m aneu­ 
vering close to 8,000 American servicem en have been killed In 
action. 


The irony would be less acute if these eight months of the 
peace conference had been devoted to hard bargaining, however 
slow, on substantive questions which must be dealt with before a 
settlem ent can be reached. But that has been far from the case. 
As everyone who read s Is disturbingly aware, the talk thus far has 
been mostly of triv ia l m atters. 


A certain am ount of such prelim inary backing and filling Is an 
inevitable prelude to solid negotiation. But what Is one to think when 
months are w asted In discussing the shape of the peace table 
while men by the thousands continue to die in battle? 


Nice balances can be made as to who bears how much of the 
responsibility for this tragic Im passe. But there is little use In 
that, little satisfaction In being able to point the finger of blam e. 
The overriding consideration Is that while the diplomats In P aris 
talk, other men a re fruitlessly losing their lives.O ur government 
should take any step necessary to end this intolerable situation 
and get substantive peace talks moving.

The three astronauts who made the first journey to the moon 
a re agreed on one thing: looking up to that orb In the sky these 
nights, they find It difficult to realize that they actually were there. 
How much le ss su rp rls'n g It Is, therefore, that for many earth - 
bound souls th e re Is still a dream like air of unreality about the 
whole fantastic en terp rise. Despite the evidence of our senses, 
many of us cannot quite accept the Idea that these smiling fel­ 
lows did Indeed c irc le the moon. 


We had b etter get used to It. Things move so fast in our tim e 
that swift adjustm ent Is required. With the three lunar pioneers 
scarcely back on earth, three others have been designated to 
make humanity’s first landing on the satellite that has spun about 
our planet for untold millions of years.

Tonsil And Adenoid Link 


C olem an 


TONSILS and adenoids are 
linked together and their re­ 
moval is usually done a t the 
sam e time. The adenoids are 
very often the real offenders 
when a child has repeated in­ 
fections of the nose, throat 
and ears. The adenoids lie in 
the back of the nose behind 
the palate and 
when they are 
l a r g e 
can 
cause nasality 
of 
s p e e c h , 
difficulty 
in 
b r e a t h i n g 
through 
t h e 
nose and fre­ 
quently, p a i n 
a n d infection 
in the ears. 
Only rarely’, 
I 
b e l i e v e , 
should the 
adenoids be re­ 
moved w ithout the tonsils, in 
cases of 
repeated infection. 
My own experience, in many 
thousands of such operations, 
has 
been 
m ost 
distressing 
W’hen I am induced to remove 
the adenoids alone. In most 
of the cases I have had to 
operate again a t a later time 
to remove the tonsils. This 
m eans another hospital exper­ 
ience and another anesthesia 
which is em otionally distress­ 
ing to the child and to the 
parents. 
W hen adenoid t i s s u e re- 
grows it is not due to poor or 
inadequate surgery. A l m o s t 
alw ays regrow th of adenoids 
is caused by persistent infec­ 
tion or allergy. Unless they 
are treated actively after sur­ 
gery’, the adenoids can regrow 
and again become a source of 
infection.

Radioisotopes are a gratify­ 
ing peacetim e use of atomic 
energy. These substances are 
made radioactive during the 
course of nuclear fission and 
fusion and now can be used 
in the diagnosis and treatm ent 
of disease. 
There are now about a thou­ 
sand isotopes and only a few 
of these are used in medi­ 
cine. Som etim es an isotope is 
used w ith a drug or with food 
and then followed through the 
body w ith a Geiger counter. 
This m ethod of detecting iso­ 
topes is m ost im portant in the 


study of blood circulation and 
for alm ost all of the organs 
of the body. 
A special isotope, iodine 131, 
is used in the study of the 
thyroid 
gland. 
O veractivity, 
underactivity, tum ors and can­ 
cer of the thyroid gland can 
thus be established. Isotopes 
are also used in the treatm ent 
of m alignant tumors. A nother 
isotope, phosphorus 32, is used 
both in diagnosis and for the 
treatm en t of some s e v e r e 
blood diseases such as leu­ 
kem ia. 
P a t i e n t s are som etim es 
afraid when isotopes are sug­ 
gested. They m ust know th a t 
the controlled use of isotopes, 
by specialists in the field of 
radiotherapy, is safe and is 
used in thousands of cases 
w ithout any* significant side 
effects.

Some people seem to faint 
more easily than o t h e r s . 
Fainting is known as syncope 
and is caused by a sudden 
temporary’ dimunition of the 
flow of blood and oxygen to 
the brain. A severe em otional 
upset, hunger and drugs may 
be responsible for the change 
in blood flow. A rapid change 
in position may also cause 
this. 
W hen the arteries to the 
brain are narrowed by arte rio ­ 
sclerosis, they cannot widen 
or narrow readily and conse­ 
quently m ake the elderly’ feel 
fain t occasionally. A lm ost al­ 
ways, fainting is tem porary 
and has no im portance. If it 
persists or happens regularly, 
it should be studied for un­ 
usual causes.

In 1940 FBI agents seized 18 
m em bers of the C hristian Front 
in New York and charged them 
with conspiring to overthrow the 
government. 
In 1953 P rem ier Tito was ele­ 
cted president oí Yugoslava by 
Parliam ent. He was the only 
person nominated. 
In 1964 M rs. John F . Kennedy 
in her first public statem ent 
since the assassination of her 
husband, appeared on national 
television to express gratitude 
for the m illions of m essages of 
sympathy.

SACRAMENTO (AP) — One 
of the nation's la rg e st print­ 
ing plants has invited its owners 
— the people of C alifornia — to 
open house during International 
Printing Week this week. 
Public tours of the state print­ 
ing plant in Sacram ento will be 
conducted Tuesday, Wednesday 
end Thursday. 
The plant is a $17 million- 
a-year operation; covering 10 
acres including the w arehouse; 
has a work force of m ore than 
800; 39 presses; a bookbinding 
departm ent and other gear. 
State P rinter H erb ert Silvius 
said the plant p rin ts an aver­ 
age 10 million state textbooks 
a year, 271 m illion pages of 
bills and other legislative docu­ 
m ents, 420 m illion tabulating 
cards and 30,000 sep arate or­ 
ders for various state agencies. 


Bottled W ater 
Sale Booming 


HOT SPRINGS, A rk. (AP) — 
T erm s like pollution, fluorida­ 
tion, pesticides and chlorine are 
halping to make bottled water a 
booming business. 
Today bottled w ater is a $65 
m illion industry, according to 
John C. Scott, 
president 
of 
Mountain Valley W ater Co. By 
1970, Scott p red icts sales will 
reach the $100 m illion m ark. 
Presently in the U nitedStates, 
one out of every 600 homes 
u se s bottled w ater, Scott noted. 
In Southern C alifornia, for e x ­ 
am ple, where the w ater is le ss 
p alatable, u is estim ated that 
one out of seven hom es use 
bottled water. 


PROFESSOR GALBRAITH 
AND VIETNAM 
A while ago at a forum or a 
press conference or whatever, 
the Indomitable John Kenneth 
G albraith was asked how to a c ­ 
count for the difference b e­ 
tween his own opinions and 
those of other people on a p a r­ 
ticular m atter. He replied with 
cool, “ I have made such repu­ 
tation as I have by being a - 
head of other people in my opin­ 
ions.” 
This is probably an appropri­ 
ate tim e to quote a clipping 
sent along by an adm irer of 
Professor G albraith. It is from 
the Santa B arbara N ew s-Press 
for F ebruary 
15, 
1968, 
and 
under the headline, “ SOUTH/ 
VIETNAM/ 
GOVERNMENT/ 
COLLAPSE SEEN,” the d is­ 
patch reads: 
“ Boston. AP — John Kenneth 
G albraith, H arvard professor, 
says the collapse of the South 
V ietnam ese government and 
arm y 
are 
(sic) im m inent. 
'Anything that can effectively 
be called a governm ent’ in 
South Vietnam will disappear 
'within the next few w eeks,’ he 
said yesterday, and about the 
sam e tim e span will b rin g 'th e 
effective 
dissolution of 
the 
South V ietnam ese arm y .’ ” 
Now there is a robust p redic­ 
tion for you, though not one 
which Professor G albraith is 
likely to adduce next tim e he 
gets on the subject of his infal­ 
libility. But M r. G albraith en­ 
gages in brinkm anship by con­ 
tinuing to proffer apodictically 
his opinions on the situation in 
Vietnam 
notwithstanding 
his 
d isastro u s track record. He 
does so, most frequently, at the 
intended expense of M r. Joseph 
Alsop, whom he loves to tease, 
which granted is a tem ptation 
quite generally felt. Anyway, 
just after the New Y ear, JKG 
addressed a letter to the W ash­ 
ington 
Post spoofing M r. A l­ 
sop’s frequent quotations from 
captured 
enemy 
docum ents. 
“ One 
h ea rs” 
— G albraith 
w rites — “ that the Viet Cong 
run off an extra copy for him 
under standing o rd e rs.” M r. 
G albraith went on to reiterate 
his conviction that the great 
T e t offensive and other of­ 
fensives had been disastrous 
for the United States and the 
South 
Vietnamese, burlesqu­ 
ing M r. Alsop’s current opti­ 
m ism 
with the 
w isecrack, 


“ there is nothing like a su c­ 
cession of bad defeats to bring 
you to the brink of victory.” 
N eedless to say, M r. Alsop 
was not am used. And he deliv­ 
ered a crushing rebuttal in a 
le tte r to the W ashington Post. 
On the factual situation he quo­ 
ted from M r. C harles Mohr of 
the New York T im es — signifi­ 
cantly, because the New York 
T im es has consistently tended 
to the all-is-lo st view of the 
situation in Vietnam. 
M r. Mohr, reporting on the 
cumulative im pact of the great 
offensives of 1968 by the Viet 
Cong, concluded 1) that “ the in­ 
digenous South Vietnamese Viet 
Cong m ilitary and political m o­ 
vement lost a large part of its 
best leadership” ; 2) that rank 
and file VC “ lost very heavily” 
in the attacks on the cities; and 
3) that the lack of popular sup­ 
port for the VC has required 
that the enemy abandon guerilla 
type w arfare. M r. Alsop points 
out that by common agreem ent, 
North Vietnam’s participation 
in the war cost her a quarter 
of a million men. Transposing 
this figure into American d i­ 
m ensions, it is as though the 
United States had lost three m il­ 
lion men in a single year of 
fighting. It would appear to be 
plain that if the enemy had it to 
do again, it would no more have 
undertaken the Tet offensive 
than, say, G eneral Lee would 
have undertaken the battle of 
Gettysburg.

OIL; AS SECRETARY OF THE 
INTERIOR HE WOULD POLICE 
OIL IANDS 


WASHINGTON - Only once in 
Am erican history has a m em ber 
of the Cabinet been convicted — 
S ecretary of the Interior Albert 
K. Fall who was found guilty of 
taking a $100,000 bribe from 
Sinclair Oil in connection with 
a giveaway of the Teapot Dome 
naval oil p reserv e. 
One other, Richard A. B allin­ 
ger, S ecretary of the Interior 
under Taft, was accused of a c ­ 
cepting a $250 law tee — before 
he entered the Cabinet — and 
later as a m em ber of the Cabi­ 
net disposing of 5,000 acres of 
Alaskan coal lands to his form ­ 
e r client. 
The B allinger scandal led to 
his resignation and the subse­ 
quent defeat of President Taft 
by Woodrow Wilson after Teddy 
Roosevelt bitterly attacked Taft 
over B allinger and his failure to 
c a rry out conservation. 
Since then, and since the T ea­ 
pot Dome oil scandal convulsed 
the nation, every President and 
every C ongress has been sen si­ 
tive over the question of oil r e ­ 
serves and of natural resources 
and the S ecretary of the Interior 
who is supposed toprotect them. 
During the Trum an adm inist­ 
ration, Trum an was forced to 
recall from the Senate the name 
of his old friend Ed Pauley to 
be Under Secretary of the Navy 
because Pauley was an oilman, 
and the Navy was owner of the 
Elk H ill’s oil reserv es. The 
Senate 
balked 
at confirming 
him. 
Ever since Teddy Roosevelt’s 
day, the Republican party has 
considered conservation of of 
its bedrock policies. Demo­ 
c ra ts of late have been equally 
ardent champions of conserva­ 
tion, and present Secretary of 
the Interior Steward Udall is 
one of the forem ost. N everthe­ 
le ss, Republicans have con­ 
sidered that they are the b irth ­ 
right guardians of the nation’s 
fo rests, 
wildlife, 
stream s, 
lakes, shorelines and original 
beauty. 
T here was a period under E i­ 


senhower 
when S ecretary of 
the Interior Douglas McKay won 
the 
nickname 
of “ Generous 
Doug” tiecause of his genero­ 
sity 
in handing 
out 
mining 
claim s and drilling perm its on 
the public domain. However, 
reaction was so strong that Mc­ 
Kay resigned; and F red Seaton, 
who replaced him, did a cons- 
cientous jot» of carrying out the 
GOP policy of conservation. 
All of this is why the appoint­ 
ment of Gov. W alter J. Hickel 
of Alaska to be Nixon’s S ecre­ 
tary of the Interior is certain 
to result in firework:; at Hick- 
e l’s Senate confirm ation h ea r­ 
ings tom orrow . 


FRIEND OF OIL 
Hickel stuck his chin out at his 
initial p re ss conference by an­ 
tagonizing 
every 
conserva­ 
tionist in the countiy, Republi­ 
can or D em ocrat, including the 
daughter 
of Teddy Roosevelt, 
Alice Longworth, by stating that 
he didn’t believe in putting na­ 
tural resources under lock and 
key 
just 
for 
conservation’s 
sake. He also made it quite 
clear that he intended to re v e r­ 
se the executive order of Sec­ 
retary Udall which froze all 
governm ent lands in Alaska un­ 
til C ongress could decide which 
of the lands should go to E ski­ 
mos, Indians and Aleuts. 
If you exam ine Hickel’s record 
minutely you discover a lot of 
other points which the Senate 
Interior 
Com m ittee 
should 
check into carefully before con­ 
firm ing him. H ere are some of 
them; 
Point No. 1 — Hickel is an oil 
and gas man. Until he became 
governor, he was chairm an of 
the 
Anchorage 
N atural Gas 
Company, which freezes natural 
gas and sells it to Japan. This 
puts him in the sam e position 
as Ed Pauley, who failed to get 
confirm ation 
as U ndersecre­ 
tary of the Navy, though Hickel 
is in a far m ore sensitive spot 
than Pauley because as S ecre­ 
tary of the Interior he will 
have 
several 
million acres 
of government oil land under 
him . 
Point 
No. 
2 — Hickel was 
elected governor with the ac­ 
tive support of oil com panies. 
Alaskan law does not require 
filing of campaign contribu­ 
tions, so the exact amount of 
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oil funds U not available. How­ 
ever, Hickel waged a well finan­ 
ced campaign with a lot of ex­ 
pensive Madison Avenue gim ­ 
m icks, 
and the oil donations 
a re reported to have been a - 
round $400,000. 
Point No. 3 — Immediately 
after 
becoming 
governor, 
Hickel fired the head of hla 
m inerals 
resources 
division 
and 
appointed 
in his place 
Tom 
Kelly, form er executive 
vice president of Halbouty Oil 
Co., and son-in-law of Mike 
Halbouty. Hickel la reported to 
be in various land deals with 
Halbouty. 


Point No. 4 — H ickel's chief 
booster to be S ecretary of the 
Interior has been Robert O. 
Anderson, heavy contributor to 
the Nixon campaign and head of 
Atlantic 
-Richfield Oil. This 
company scored one of the big 
oil strikes of recent years on 
A laska's north slope with two 
w ells which are bringing In 
som e 2,000 b a rre ls per day. 
T his com pares with 100 to 250 
b a rre ls for their southern coun­ 
te rp a rts. 
The man who is Secretary of 
the Interior will have consid­ 
erable authority as to where 
A tlantic-Richfield can pick up 
further leases. 
Point No. 5 —Hickel, after the 
death of Sen. Bob B artlett, ap­ 
pointed to the Senate Tom S te­ 
vens, form er counsel for At­ 
lantic-R ichfield Oil and other 
oil com panies. 


Point No. 6 — As governor, 
Hickel opposed an increase in 
the severance tax against oil 
companies operating in Alaska. 
The University of Alaska had 
found, after a thorough study of 
oil, that the oil companies could 
afford to pay a 10 per cent tax 
on all oil taken from the ground 
in Alaska. Hickel, however, r e ­ 
jected this, asked for a tax study 
of his own. L ater the Alaskan 
legislature passed a modest tax 
of 3 per cent, which the gover­ 
nor still opposed, even though 
som e of the oil executives had 
expected to settle for seven. 
Thus has the genial Wally H i­ 
ckel fought for the oil compan­ 
ies. After Jan. 20 he’ll be ex ­ 
pected, as Secretary of the In­ 
te rio r, to turn around and p ro ­ 
tect the public from the oil 
companies he has befriended. 
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Answers Your Problems 


But M r. Alsop makes a final 
and devastating thrust.W ould­ 
n’t you think, he notes, that upon 
the release of the figures the 
reaction 
by 
A m ericans who 
greeted the end so gladly a year 
ago, would be, “ Thank God I 
was wrong.” “ To be su re ,” 
says M r. Alsop, “ an American 
success in Vietnam will make 
Professor G albraith and his 
friends look very foolish in­ 
deed; but that does not palliate 
the unattractiveness of their 
insatiable appetite forbad news, 
however ill founded, and their 
arrogant rejection of good news, 
however factually buttressed.” 
It’s true, one gets the feeling 
that the Vietnam war critics 
seem to want m ost of all a m il­ 
itary defeat and the psycholo­ 
gical hum iliation of this coun­ 
try — if only to prove that they 
have good opinions ahead of 
other people.

Study Report Tonight 


Examination by Dr. Kenneth 


Cole, director of Teharna County 
Mental Health Services, has been 
ordered in the criminal escape 
case of Larry Don Wick, a Plum 
Creek Conservation Camp inmate 
who pleaded innocent "by reason 
of insanity" to the charge. 


It has been the custom in 


Tehama County Superior Court 
to have alleged or claimed men* 
tal disorders looked into and 
reported upon by two psycbJa. 
trlsts at Mendocino State Hos- 
pital. In this case, though, Judge 
Curfass E. Wetter pointed out 
the difficulty of getting both ex- 
amining psychiatrists over to this 
county lor testimony in court 
action on such cases, and for 
that reason he ordered that Dr. 
Cole be called into the case. 


But, 
on the motion of the de- 


fendant's privately-retained at- 
torney, the Mendocino Psychiatr- 
ists will also examine Wick and 
report to the county probation 
office before the defendant's next 
appearance in court on Jan. 24. 


Trial of the matter has been 


set for Feb. 26. 


Another Plum Creek inmate, 


John Trejo, who had pleaded 
innocent to "battery by a pri- 
soner" upon one of the camp 
guards, changed his plea to guil- 
ty. 


In allowing the change in plea, 


Judge Wetter didn't specify why 
the change had been requested 
but took pains to point out that 
he had not and would not parti- 
cipate in any negotiations for any 
reason with the defendant's attor- 
ney. 


The judge denied Trejo's re. 


quest for waiver of a probation 
office report after the prisoner 
said he just wanted to be "ship- 
ped back to Vacaville". Judge 
Wetter based his denial on the 
contention that "I know nothing 


about tliis case . . . and the law 
requires that I make a recom- 
mendation to the director at Vaca- 
ville."
